: His Lordship :—Can the spleen be ruptured 
by any means other than a blow, or 4 violent 
concussion of the body? Is there such a thing 
as spontaneous rupture of the spleen ? 

Dr. Atkinson;—No, [t must. be either 
caused by a blow or a fall. 

His Lordship :—No amount of consumption 
of foodjand distension of the stomach will 
cause the spleen to burst? , 

Witness :—No, 

His Lordship :—There must have been some 
jolt or jar? 

Witness :-—Yes, 

Mr, E, B. Smith, head foreman at the docks 
at Quarry Bay, and who was formerly in the 
Naval Yard Police, spoke to knowing Hynes as 
a hardworking and sober man.

Witness 
knew the deceased as a man of sickly appear-

“Mr. R. Fiudson, a a district Inspector ia the 
Sanitary Board, and who was formerly regi- 
mental sergeant-major in ‘Damant’s Moise, 
spoke to knowing the accused in 1g0t, at the 
time he (accused) was employed in the Field | 
Intelligence Department. At the close of the | 
war, prisoner joined the Transvaal Police, and 
was constantly under the notice of witness, in 
his capacity of Police Inspector. Prisoner was 
a particularly quiet and inoffensive man—sober 
and reliable. 

Mr. Pollock, addressing the jury for the de 
fence, put in. as evidence the prisoner's dis. 
charges, all showing him to’be a man af 
good character. His discharge from the 
South African Police was by his own 
’ purchase. Counsel, by permission of His Lord- 
ship, grad an extract,, from Taylor's Medical. 
Jurisprudence, to prove that such a thing as 
spontaneous rupture of the spleen had been 
known to occur, Continuing his defence, Mr. 
“Pollock discredited the evidence of thie Chinese, 
called by the prosecution, and said that it was 
unreliable not in small mattecs of detail, but 
entirely, Probably ihe gentlemen of the jury 
had not had such an experience of the Chinese 
ashe had had, These could be no. doubt ia 
this case, that the Chinese intended to get the 
accused into trouble, and deliberately set them, 
selves to the task of : fixing the cause of this 
coolie’s death upon the prisoner, They re 
garded the corpse as a valuable asset, saying 
to themselves, " If we make things black against 
this man, a large sum of money will be paid in 
respect of ourcomrade’s demise.” In conclu. 
sion, Mr. Pollock animadverted upon the excel- 
lent character of the accused, and said that the 
prosecution had failed to prove. that the pri- 
soner administered a blow in such a way as to 
cause the death of the deceased, ' 

Mr. Calthrop replied for the Crown, dealing 
with the testimony adduced on both sides. 
Referring ta spontaneous rupture of the spleen, 
he recognised the authority cited by Mr. Pol- 
lock, but observed that the case was reported 
in 1242, and nobody seemed to have heard of, 
a case since. 

His Lordship, in summing up, lucidly defined 
the law as regards manslaughter, He said 
that if a man was suffering from a disease |: 
which would in all probability cause his death 
shortly, and another man gaye him a hurt 
which hastened his death, ‘that other man was 
in English law guilty of manslaughter, if such 
hurt was given ip an unlawful manner, It, was 
contrary to English law, to urge a man on 10 
his work by giving him. a ‘ poke,” as Mr. Pols 
lock had suggested was done in this case, but 
the real question for them to decide was, whe- 
ther the facts brought forwatd by the Crown 
were such as could be accepted as proof that.

COLLISION IN THE -HAKBOUR.

Last night, about half-past eight a Jaunch 
and sampan collided in the harbour near Jar- 
dine’s wharf, by reason of which the latter was 
capsized and the occupants were thrown into 
the water, It appears that Mr. F, E. Sloan, 
residing ut Carlton House, had been on board 
the sg. Kwong Sang, and after his visit 
engaged a sampan to return to the shore, the 
chief officer of the Kwong Sang accompanying 
him. When they were nearing the wharf the 
steam launch Yat Sam, Chinese-owned, col. 
fided withthe sampan and caused her to cap- 
site, the occupants, consisting of the two pas- 
sengers mentioned, and the sampan owner, 
with his wife and two children, one an infant 
strapped to its mother’s back, being: thrown 
into the water. Other sampans passing at the 
time picked them all up, and the launch took 
} them to the wharf, towing the capsized sampan
